A tale of two budgets 


F or the first time in a long 
time, Ontarians were forced 
to digest the budgets of both their 
province and their country within a 
48-hour time span. 

Those documents provide a lot of 
numbers, a lot of programs to take 
in. 

Thankfully, our elected officials 
and hopefuls are right there to help 

In the aftermath of both budgets 
being tabled, York-Simcoe’s MP 
Peter Van Loan and MPP Julia 
Munro were quick to share their 
feelings through news releases. Van 
Loan's Liberal opponent in the 2015 
federal election, Dr. Shaun Tanaka, 
and Lynda Newman, president of 
the York-Simcoe Provincial Liberal 
Association, also provided their 
thoughts last Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons, respectively. 

Some highlights: 

Van Loan feels that the federal 
budget will "support jobs and 
growth in York-Simcoe” and that 
“York-Simcoe families can rest 
assured that their tax dollars will be 
used to support the programs they 
depend on, such as health care.” 

Tanaka, on the other hand, says 
the centrepiece of the federal 
budget is a "massive tax cut for 
the rich... rather than focusing 
on investments we need." 

Tanaka argues the Conservative 
government’s budget will make 
cuts to health care and not make 


it easier for seniors to be secure in 
their retirement. 

At Queen's Park, Munro slammed 
the ruling Liberals in her new 
release issued last Thursday, 
saying "the government has lost 
touch with reality.” She, and many 
of her colleagues, are calling the 
Liberal budget nothing more 
than a "shell game,” slamming the 
sale of revenue-generating assets 
such as Hydro One (perhaps not 
remembering she was part of the 
last government that tried to sell the 
utility). 

Yet, ask someone like Newman, 
and you’ll be told this is just the 
budget Ontario needs. “Our plan, 
unlike either opposition parties! is a 
balanced approach to invest in our 
transportation infrastructure and 
continue to improve the services 
we all rely upon, while reducing 
the deficit,” she said, as if the 2018 
election campaign has already 
begun. 

Surprised? We’re not. 

That Munro seemingly ignores 
the improvements to her riding 
found in the budget is as shocking 
Tanaka ignoring the new benefits 
seniors will be receiving under the 
Conservative government. 

We would love to hear more 
from our local politicians about 
how - using specific examples, in 
approximately 300 words - these 
budgets will benefit or hinder the 
riding of York-Simcoe.

Residents in Ward 2 got their chance 
to blow off some steam at a Commu¬ 
nity Access Networking (CAN) meeting 
April 18. It was the second in a series 
of meetings that eventually encom¬ 
pass all seven wards in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury. 

Improvements to infrastructure and 
Ward 2 roadswas hi$i on the list of pri¬ 
orities for many in attendance. 

ested in determining just how roads 
were deemed worthy of repair, and 
when such “necessary work” would be 
undertaken. His question was pointed. 

“Orsi Ave. is in terrible condition," 
the resident said 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Baynes con- 
cededthatwastrue, that Orsi isn't in 
great shape. He then told the approx¬ 
imately 30 people in attendance that 
council and town staff would be start¬ 
ing over on a roads plan, following up 
on a plan completed three years ago. 

“There was a plan that was done in 
2012, which streets would be done in 
whichyears,” Baynes explained "We’re 
going to look at a new plan this year; 
what roads are in the most need, what 
sidewalks are in the most need.” 

While that 2012 plan may have put 
Orsi up for reconstruction at the early 
part of the next decade, Baynes feels 
it is one of the streets in Ward 2 that 
needs to be looked at sooner, as a lot of 
his ward's roads are "in rough shape.” 

The future of Morris Rd. was also 
discussed Morris Rd. will be undergo¬ 
ing reconstruction in the near future, 

tie. One resident requested the town 
install an all-way stop at the intersec¬ 
tion ofMorrisand Walker Ave., while 
another suggested that consideration 
be made to ensure the farms on the 
road are given priority, both regarding 
traffic and drainage concerns. 

The first step to the reconstruction is 
to pulverize the current road and start 
fresh. “It has to be done and done well,” 
Baynes said. 

AresidentofParkwood Ave. also was 
concerned with construction, but not 
because her street is in rough shape. 
Rather, she said she is worried about 
the impact the 6th Line/Walker Ave. 
construction will have on Parkwood, 
given its proximity to Thylor Park and 
the soccer fields located there. 

"Parking on Parkwood Ave. is hor¬ 
rible,” the resident said. Currently, she 
added, a construction trailer is utiliz¬ 
ing the parking lot at Taylor Park. She 
is fearful that with the loss of parking 
spots for the summer at the park, soc¬ 
cer traffic will be forced to use Park- 
wood for street parking. 

Deputy Mayor lames Leduc told the 
resident that staff will find a better spot

for the trailer. The resident also sug¬ 
gested she would like to see a town¬ 
wide bylaw dictating alternate side of 
street parking for the first and second 
halves of each month. 

She wasn't the only person who 
came forward withabylaw suggestion. 
A resident who lives near a GO Train 
crossing said its time for the town to 
outlaw the morning and evening train 
whistles in the municipality, as they 
are causing a nuisance to his, and his 
neighbour^' standards of living. 

"Is something happening to stop the 
GO Trains from blowing eight-to-13 
times every crossing?” he asked. “For 
God’s sake, the quality of life is out the 
window,” he added, while making a 


Both Leduc and Mayor Rob Kef- 
fer were sympathetic to the resident, 
as they had been during the munici¬ 
pal election when the issue came up 
as well. However, while insisting they 
would continue to look into the issue, 
Leduc stated that all costs to the town 
must be looked at before a decision is 

"When we have lots of horns blow¬ 
ing, the insurance costs reside with 
GO,” Leduc said. “You stop the hom 
blowing and the insurance comes onto 
the community;' 

The resident called that “an addi¬ 
tional risk" 

“The quality of life; what’s itworth?" 
he asked rhetorically. 

Nancy Young, owner of Nancy's 
Nifty Nook, downtown business own¬ 
ers when she spoke. She too had an 
idea for a newbyiaw. 

“I am tired of looking out my store 
window and seeing (transport) trucks 
going by every day, back-and-forth.... 
They never stop, unless they stop 
at Tim Hortons and block traffic,” 
she said. “Those trucks need not go 
through Bradford at all.” 

Young wants to see all through 
transport traffic moved over to the 
truck bypass - consisting of the 10th 
Sideroad, 8th Line and Dissette 
St. Any trucker who didn’t comply 
would be fined. That would require a 
newbyiaw. 

South Simcoe Police Chief Rick 
Beazley empathized with Young, say¬ 
ing the downtown core was one of his 
favourite places in the municipality. 
Accordingly, when he’s seen trucks 
taking the corner at Barrie St. too 
tightly or trying to make it through 
the core, he often “closes (his) eyes 
and waits for the bang.” 

However, the suggested truck 
bypass route signage is nothing more 
than a suggestion. Police will act on 
a council directive to ticket through 
trucks in the downtown core, but 
town council first has to enact a 
bylaw to ban them. 


Young also brought forward sug¬ 
gestions to improve sidewalks and 
parking lots in the downtown core. 
Beautification of the parking lots is 
on this council’s agenda, I educ said, 
as is looking at sidewalk improve¬ 
ments. However, he asked Young to 


take the word back to the businesses 
downtown that they should not wait 
for the eventual reconstruction of 
Holland St. to make any planned 
improvements to their facades, as 
it will not be happening during this 
term of council. 


The next CAN meeting, with Ward 
3 Coun. Gary Lamb, takes place May 
30 from 10 a.m. to noon at the Dan¬ 
ube Seniors Leisure Centre.

ONRoute to open mid-July

INNISFIL - Southbound trav¬ 
ellers on Highway 400 can soon 
chow down, gas up, walk the dog 
or just take a break from driving. 

The new Innisfil ONroute serv¬ 
ice centre, located near the 5th 
Line, is scheduled to open in mid- 
July and will create almost 200 
new jobs. 

It replaces the Cookstown facil¬ 
ity, which was closed in February 
2013. 

That service centre, located at 
Highway 89 and the southbound 
400, was originally developed in the 
1960s and had a Wayfare restaurant 
Prior to 1985, Gulf Canada was the 
tenant (later rebranded Petro-Can- 
ada in 1986) and McDonald's Res¬ 
taurants became the subtenant and 
refurbished the site in 1985. 

As part of the Ministry of Trans¬ 
portation’s (MTO) plans to rede¬ 
velop the majority of the 23 serv¬ 
ice centres on 400-series highways, 
the Cookstown service centre was 
the subject of a study — which 
determined it should be relocated 
— leading to the property being 
decommissioned and cleaned up. 

The MTO has no immediate 
plans for that site. 

Construction of the Innisfil 
ONroute—which will be similar to 
other ONroutes on the 400-series of 
highways in Ontario — began last
